The Meanest Criminal. 

A few years ago a man known the'eountry over, stood before a New York 
justice awaiting sentence. As he listened to the words that the justice pro- 
nounced, he heard himself denounced as the meanest criminal alive. He was 
sent to Sing Sing for a year and a half, and all the time he was there the 
words “meanest criminal” rang in his ears. He came forth from Sing Sing, 
went to luxuriously furnished apartments in a New York hotel, but still the 
awful words continually haunted him. The other day with these same words 
still on his mind,Jhe*stood before a looking glass and blew out his brains. That 
man was A1 Adams, the policy king. 

Of all New York gamblers Adams was undoubtedly the meanest. From 
mites of the poor, the dollars of the laboring man, he amassed a fortune 
amounting to millions. On every side were men and women who had con- 
tributed to his wealth, but he never appreciated the harm he had done until he 
was told by the justice on the bench that he was the meanest criminal alive. 
From that moment he knew himself to be a marked man, a social outcast, a 
hunted prey. • Life was not worth living. Even his millions did not make it 
worth living. 

When Adams came out of Sing Sing he missed his one opportunity to re- 
claim himself. He could have easily abandoned his former life and began a 
new one, but he chose to pursue the old course, and his choice was fatal from 
the start ; for being a marked man he was always under the espionage of the 
police. The fact that he was the meanest criminal seemed not to have dawned 
on him until shortly before he ended his life. Then he held himself in con- 
tempt and ended it all. A sad case, but one that has its lessons for all.

The Democratic Congressional Com 
mittee Tuesday issued from its head 
quarters at Washington the 



j legislation favorable to trusts in behalf 
i of Panama canal supplies. 

The proposed ship subsidy legislation 
is discussed at length. It is alleged 
that the real purpose of the bill was 
not disclosed by its title, but rather its 
object was legalized robbery of the 
masses for the benefit of a few persons 
engaged in the shipping business. 

The subject of railroad legislation is 
discussed, and, with regard to the re- 
cent law enacted, it has this to say : 
"The present Congress enacted a rail- 
road law, amending the act of 1887. It 
would have been law had the Republi- 
cans been so disposed years ago.” 
Attention . next is called to the ex- 
travagant appropriations of the Fifty- 
ninth Congress.and in connection there- 
with reference is made to the creation 
of deficiencies in violation of the law. 

. Under the head of “department scan- 
dals,” Secretary Shaw is charged with 
“neglecting the duties of his office, 
traveling about the country |making 
speeches for the stand-patters and 
carrying on a campaign for the presi- 
denial nomination in 1908, but still 
drawing a salary which he does not 
earn and setting a bad example for his 
subordinates.” 

The|Controller of the Currency is de- 
clared- to be inefficient by reason of the 
failure of the Walsh enterprise and 
other banks. It is declared that “the 
little rogues are prosecuted, but the big 
ones are allowed to escape.” 

Returning to the subject of the tariff, 
the book asserts that President Roose- 
velt at various times in his career has 
been a free-trader, a tariff reformer 
and stand-patter, and that he “may 
lead a movement for tariff revision in 
1908,” and then it has this* to say: 
“Mr. Roosevelt has written nothirg 
distinctly and unequivocally stating his 
position since he withdrew from the 
! Free Trade Club ; but it has been given 



campaign 

text book for the 1906 Congressional 
campaign. The book should be in the 
hands of every Democratic voter in the 
country. It is a splendid exposition of 
the issues in the present campaign ; it 
states the Democratic position fairly 
and squarely on every question before 
the country, and is a terrific indictment 
of the Republican Administration’s 
misdeeds and shortcomings. 

The book largely was prepared by 
Representative Gaines, of Tennessee, 
who for several months has devoted 
practically all of his time in a pains- 
taking effort to make the book the best 
issued from a political committee. In 
this he seems to have met with every 
succeess. , 

Naturally, the campaign hook devotes 
most of its space and makes the leading 
issue that of tariff. The subject is 
handled exhaustively and the iniquity 
of the present system fully exposed. 
The book goes intensively into the 
several tariff acts, beginning with the 
first administration and concluding with 
the enactment of the Dingley law. 

“It appears,” says the book, “that 
in forty-five years the Republicans 
have changed or revised the tariff law 
forty-eight times. Deducting from 
forty-five years the sixteen years that 
the Republicans have not controlled 
legislation, shows that in twenty-nine 
years they tinkered with the tariff 
forty-eight times, or on an average of 
nearly once every seven months. 

“But at last the Republicans and 
their allied friends and providers of fat 
campaign barrels, the protected monop- 
olies, have secured a measure that has 
so fostered and fattened the corpora- 
tions that they are quite willing to 
stand pat, especially as they have suc- 
ceeded in defeating the reciprocity 
treaties, to provide for which the tariff 
scedules were purposely increased 20 
per cent, beyond the rates that the pro- 
tected monopolists named as sufficient 
to protect them from competition. 
Hence, the people are now burdened 
with this extra rate, plus a revenue and 
a protective rate -three all told.” 

The book also deals at length with 
the difference in prices here and 
abroad. Tables are furnished showing 
that in thousands of instances the 
American manufacturer charges often 
arl excess of 100 per cent, more to the 
American purchaser than to the 
foreigner. Specific instances are given 
in every case. 

Practically everything the American 
housewife or the American farmer or 
mechanic uses can be bought by the 
Russian, German or Frenchman, at 
greatly reduced rate. 

“No wonder,” says the book, “that 
organized labor is opposing the Repub- 
lican party, not only on the question of 
labor legislation, but on the far greater 
issue of legislating for monopolists and 
giving them the opportunity to plunder 
the great mass of the people. 

“Those whose incomes are station- 
ary, and who get no increase to corre- 
spond with the increase in the cost of 
living, are in a worse plight than other 
people. The aged man or widow, with 
a small but fixed income, finds nearly 
one-half of its purchasing power cut 
off and themselves unable from age or 
infirmity kept from working to increase 
their incomes. Nothing remains for 
such unfortunates but the pinching 
economy that comes hard, when com- 
fort should be the rule. 

“The grasping trusts and corpora- 
tions are, through the monopoly creat- 
ed by protection, sucking the life blood 
of those with limited incomes to the 
tune of 47 per cent. That is Republi- 
can usury made legal by the statute 
known as the Dingley Tariff Law.” 

Many other subjects, especially the 
contributions of life insurance com- 
panies! to the Republican campaign 
fund of two years ago, are freely dis- 
cussed in the book. Mych of the testi- 
mony of the investigating committee 
in New York is embraced, and officials 
of the insurance companies are quoted 
directly in substantiation of the charges 
made at the time. 

The positions of the two parties on 
the trust question, legislation framed 
by the reports to benefit them, the 
President’s opinion of his predecessors, 
form chapters in the book. In the dis- 
cussion of the 1893 panic, a letter from 
former Secretary of^the Treasury; Car- 
lise appears, in which it is conclusively 
shown that it was the purpose of the 
Republican Administration to issue the 
bonds which the Cleveland Administra- 
tion was compelled to stand for. 

It is asserted that all the panics in 
this country have occurred under Re- 
publican auspices and with the highest 
protective tariff, and in France the 
same conditions prevailed, while in free 
trade England there has been only one 
panic since 1873.

AN OLD TIME MARINER'S TALES O 
BRAVERY IN WRECKS. 



7 he Cage of fanllnnt Captain Not man- 
ho H onldn'l Desert a ( oniniuu 
Sailor— Pathetic Fate of Prinee, m 
Noble Newfoundland Dor. 

“Bah!” said the old and crippled 
mariner of the days of long ago to the 
young man who knew all about mod- 
ern ships of steel and steam. “You 
have a lot to learn, young man. Y'ou 
have as much sentiment in your con- 
struction as this stick I carry. 

“ihe idea of a youth like you trying 
to tell me that there is as much brav- 
ery and pathos attached to seafaring 
now as there was when I was master 
of a wind jammer! Y'ou probably be- 
lieve that you are correct in your state- 
ment; but, man alive, you are making 
a fool of yourself. Here in these days 
you have lifeboats big and stout 
enough to carry an army of men. You 
have steam to manipulate the falls, 
patent davits to swing clear. No low- 
ering away by hands and not getting 
them back over the side with every 
pound of flesh a-pulling. New fangled 
guns for throwing a life line, rafts that 
won’t go to pieces in the first chop of 
a sea, cork jackets that need no in- 
struction cards, but which go on like 
a man’s vest; pumps that are rusty for 
want of use, seamless plates and doz- 
ens of other inventions in these days. 
Where were they in the old times? 

“Let me tell you something. I don’t 
say but that there are many brave and 
gallant mariners in the business now. 
But the old shipwreck meant more in 
the matter of life taking than the ship- 
wreck of today does. Did you ever 
hear tell of a sailor of the old school 
tryiug to get into a boat before the 
passengers were out of danger? Y'ou 
needn’t say you have, because you 
have not. Why, the only ones who 
ever attempt anything of that kiud are 
stokers and firemen and rowdies who 
have the impudence to call themselves 
sailors. 

“I remember the case of a shore loaf- 
er named Holmes who tried a trick like 
that. lie was afterward tried in the 
United States circuit court at Philadel- 
phia and was convicted of manslaugh- 
ter. He was one of thirty shipwrecked 
persons who took to the long boat, 
which was greatly overloaded and con- 
stantly in danger of sinking. Well, this 
beach rat Holmes and some more of 
Abraham’s men threw overboard six- 
teen passengers, two of whom were 
women, to lighten the boat. The court 
held that a sailor is bound by law it 
necessary to sacrifice his life to save 
the life of passengers. Furthermore, 
the court held that while two sailors 
might struggle with each other for the 
possession of the same plank which 
could save hut one, if a passenger 
were on the plank even the law of ne- 
cessity would not justify the sailors in 
taking it from him. Y'ou do not think 
much of that law? Well, it is the law 
of God. It is also the law of duty. 

“Did you ever hear of the case of 
Captain Nutmau of the ship Aidar? 
He was a good sailor and a gallant 
master, and. no matter what many 
may think, it is possible to be both. 
His ship foundered, but he refused to 
be taken off. Do you know why lie re- 
fused to be taken off? There was an in- 
jured man on board, and while the old 
timbers were going to pieces under his 
very feet lie knelt down and said to the 
mau: 

“ ‘I won’t leave you, lad. On my 
honor as a sailor I won’t.’ 

“On his honor as a sailor lie would 
not leave him. Have you ever heard 
of anything more touchingly honest? 
Captain Nutmau went down with iiis 
ship, but managed to hold on to his 
man aud to get to the bottom of an up- 
turned boat, from which they were 
afterward rescued. It was a month or 
so after that when a townsman asked 
Captain Nutmau what the name of the 
rescued mau was. 

“ ‘Why, I never inquired,’ he said. 
‘He just signed articles in the regular 
way. I may have heard it then, but I 
do not know it now. He was a Swede, 
that’s all I know of him.’ 

“The friend shook his head in aston- 
ishment as he inquired: 

“ ‘What! A Swede? Take all that 
chance for a Swede V’ 

“ ‘Why, yes, even for a Swede. I 
didn’t care whether lie was a Swede or 
a Laplander. lie was a good sailor 
and would have done the same for me 
had things l.oea reversed.’ 

“Nor is that all. young man. There 
was another shipwreck I know about, 
but the name of the craft lias escaped 
my memory. The crew took to one 
boat, which was overcrowded. A no- 
ble Newfoundland, the pet of the ship, 
swam alongside the boat. All the men 
turned their eyes sadly upon him, but 
they knew there was no room for him 
in that boat. The captain loved the 
dog better than he loved his life, and 
he stood up in the boat as he took off 
his coat and said: 

‘“I cannot sec him die like this. 
Give him my place in the boat. I can 
hold on to the plank, aud he cannot.’

Stilt Mnrks on Chinn. 

Hunting for stilt marks on old china 
Is often good fun in itself. Almost ev- 
ery old piece of flatware— 1 . e., plates, 
platters, saucers, etc.— shows three lit- 
tle rough spots more or less clearly 
marked on both sides, usually on the' 
margin. These spots were ninde in the 
firing by the eockspur of stilts, the lit- 
tle tripods used between the plates in 
piling them up in the kiln. The three 
points where the eockspur touched t lie 
plate caused a defect in the glaze. Un- 
fortunately stilt marks are not as sure 
n guarantee of authenticity as some 
collectors have supposed, for they are 
not only easy to imitate, but they are 
sometimes imperceptible on the old 
Staffordshire. Furthermore, they ap- 
pear very frequently on modern table- 
ware of the cheai>er sort and so are no 
sign of antiquity— Country Life In 
America.

Weijchlntr Common Air. 

The weight of air has often been 
tested by coinpressing It in receptacles 
by the air pump. That it really has 
weight when so compressed is shown 
by the fact that the weight of the ves- 
sels is increased slightly by filling 
them with compressed air and that 
such vessels become specifically “light- 
er” as soon as the air contained in 
them is exhausted. Many elaborate 
experiments on the weight of air have 
proved that the cubic foot weighs 53G 
grains, or something less than one and 
a quarter ounces. The above experi- 
ment on the weight of air is supposed 
to be made at the surface of the earth 
with Hie temperature at 50 degrees F. 
Heated air or air at high elevations is 
much lighter.
